1 . AT AN AUGUST 23 LUNCHEON GIVEN BY SENATOR SPARKMAN 
FOR THE PRC JOURNALISTS DELEGATION HEADED BY TSENG TAO 
(AND ATTENDED BY TWENTY SENATORS), PRCLO DEPUTY CHIEF HAN 
HSU OPENED HIS TABLE CONVERSATION WITH SENATOR MCGOVERN BY 
CRITICIZING THE SENATOR S AUGUST 21 CALL FOR INTERNATIONAL 
MILITARY ACTION AGAINST THE CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT FOR ITS 
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HUMAN RIGHTS TRANSGRESSIONS. HAN ARGUED THE STATEMENT 
COULD ONLY GIVE COMFORT TO THE SOVIETS WHO WOULD BE HAPPY 
TO SEE THE VIETNAMESE EXPAND THEIR HEGEMONY IN SOUTHEAST 
ASIA. THE SENATOR EXPLAINED THAT HE HAD NOT ADVOCATED THAT 
THE US USE FORCE. BUT THAT THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL SHOULD 
STUDY THIS OPTION AS A POSSIBLE WAY TO IMPROVE THE TERRIBLE 
HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION IN CAMBODIA. 
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2. DELEGATION MEMBERS CHOU LI-FANG AND LI YENNING THEN

THE TABLE INCLUDING PRC DESK OFFICER PASCOE. HAN FINALLY 
CALLED A HALT BY CHANGING THE SUBJECT. SENATOR MCGOVERN 
COMMENTED THAT THE UN SELDOM FOLLOWED HIS SUGGESTIONS AND 
POINTED OUT THAT HE HAD ADVOCATED FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS

LAUGHED OFF THE IDEA OF A VOTE, MCGOVERN GAVE AN 8 TO 10 
MINUTE SPEECH TO ALL ASSEMBLED DEFENDING HIS STATEMENT AS 

A GENERAL PROPOSAL FOR SECURITY COUNCIL CONSIDERATION, NOT 
U.S. ACTION. AFTER LI HAD AGAIN CHIDED HIM ON INTERVENTION 
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AND HIS SOURCES, SENATOR CASE (WHO WAS SEATED BY DEPUTY 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY OAKLEY) ROSE TO SAY THAT HE FELT WE HAD 
A PERFECT RIGHT AND INDEED THE OBLIGATION AS HUMAN BEINGS 
TO CRITICIZE MASSIVE HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS OF OTHERS.
